lislature and all church property was 
ordered confiscated by the governor 
for other purposes. : 

The action was taken at a special 
session of the legislature last night. 
The decree, declaring the priests no 
longer citizens, leaves them liable to 
expulsion from the country, under pro- 
visions of the federal constitution. 

The procedure, an aftermath of the 
expulsion from Mexico this week of 
Archbishop Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, 
papal delegate, was accompanied by a 
decision on the part of senators and 
members of the federal congress who 
belong to the national revolutionary 
party: to investigate the atatus of 
Archbishop Pascal Diaz, of Mexico 
City, to determine whether he is per- 
forming religious functions and wheth- 
er he is entitled to do so by being 
registered under the ecclesiastical 
laws.

TERRORISM IN POLITICS. 


Overthrow by the regular repub- 
lican party in Wisconsin of the pro- 
gressive leaders of that party, en- 


lette in 40 years, caused many po- 
litical observers to wonder just how 
it was done. The startling answer 
to that question comes from G. 
Gould Lincoln, political writer for 
the independent-republican Wash- 
ington Star, who is making a sur- 
vey of the political battleground on 
which will be fought out the presi- 
dential election November 8. 

\ Lincoln, one of the most astute 
of political writers in the country, 
presents his reasons for the over- 
throw of Governor La Follette and 
Senator Blaine, and the first of 
these reasons is the worst. It is, 
simply, that the so-called ‘“‘stalwart”’ 
republicans in Wisconsin staged a 
campaign of fear and terrorism, per- 
suading the working men that they 
would lose their jobs if La Follette 
were renominated, 

It was this same sinister cam- 
paign of terrorism which was re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the labor 
party in England more than a year 
ago—the implied threat that unless 
the workingman voter cast his bal- 
lot thus and so he would find him- 
self literay booted out of a job. 
Progressives in Wisconsin, and 
others, viewing this probable chief 
cause of the victory of the “regu- 
lar’’ republicans over the progres- 
sives, are sounding the warning 
that if it can be worked in a state 
primary, it very likely can, and will, 
be attempted in the forthcoming na- 
tional elections. If such an eventu- 
ality materializes nationally, the in- 
dignation sure to follow will serve 
to increase the democratic majority. 
Mr. Lincoln’s information, at any 
rate, is that the republican national 
campaign managers are planning to 
use such insidious tactics. He 
writes: 

The progressives give the stalwart 
or regular republicans credit for car- 
rying on a masterful campaign, 
spreading the fear of loss to all of 
the industrial workers of the state. 
The progressive leaders say factory 
heads and big corporations told their 
employes that if the state went for 
La Follette they were simply going 
to shut up their plants, cutting the 
workers off wholesale, no matter 
whether they could prove they voted 
for Kohler or not. It was up to the 
workers to prevent Philip La Fol- 
lette’s nomination. And, as the elec- 
tion turned out, it was in the indus- 
trial centers of the state that the 
La Follettes suffered their heaviest 
losses. 

To the latitudinous adage that 


“Aii’s fair in love and war,” the 
republican party, in its desperation, 
apparently has added ‘—and poli- 
tics.” In adopting such under- 
handed machination it descends to 
the lowest scale in chicanery, the 
waging of an industrial vendetta 
against the birthright of every 
American citizen. 

The racketeer of New York and 
Chicago operates on an_ identical 
system: He either “‘chisels’”’ tribute 
from his victim on the pretext of 
offering ‘‘protection,” or proceeds 
to wreck the business of those who 
challenge his self-arrogated author- 
ity. In this political racketeering, 
the republican bosses in Wisconsin 
said to the workman, “‘Either vote 
for Hoover or get out.”

In 1923, Tech met Kentucky in the 
seventh game on. her schedule, the 
Saturday before Thanksgiving. That 
meeting ended in a 3-3 tie and every- 
body went home. happy, 80 the story 
goes. Ivan Williams ‘icked a field 
goal for Tech's score. Doug Wykoff 
was on that Tech team, 

This afternoon, Harry Gamage, the 
eminently successful Kentucky coach, 
sends a team out to meet an Alexan- 
der-coached eleven for the first time. 
The tall, dignified tutor of the Wild- 
eats was not the Kentucky coach in 
1923. 

TENNESSEE JINX. 

Since that time he has come along 
to achieve national notice in the Blue- 
Grass land for his perrenial trick of 
spoiling the University of Tennessee s 
season completely by coming up with 
a tie or a victory over the House of 
Orange. 

Kentucky takes the place of Car- 
negie Tech on the Jackets’ schedule 
this year, and, with ideal atmospheric 
conditions prevailing, a crowd of 
16,000 is the forecast. 

Last night, in his suite at the Bult- 
more, Gamage was inclined to spar 
with reporters over the destiny of this 
particular Kentucky team. He inm- 
pressed upon his audience that he was 
not yet assured of its greatness, de- 
spite a 23-0 victory over V. M. I., and 
a subsequent 18-0 trouncing of Se- 
wanee. 

He pointed out that Kentucky lost 
five backs last year and flunked out 
two, not to mention the exodus of the 
stalwart Babe Wright from his line. 
No sophomore backs have come up to 
take the place of these men. In fact 
the only sophomore who did Ken- 
tucky any good at all is Joe Rupert, 
the left end. : 

“T had to switch Skinner from end 
to tackle and Darby from a guard 
position to the backfield,” Gamage ex- 
plained. 

BACKFIELD GOOD. 


He pointed out that some of his 
other regulars were subs last year. 
He deems his starting backfield of 
Ralph Kercheval at quarter, Darrel 
Darby and Pug Bach at halves and 
Tom Cassidy at full as capable 
enough, but is not so sure of his re- 
placements. He was asked about 
Ellis Johnson, of whom much has 
been heard down this way. 

“Johnson is not yet a regular,” he 
explained. 

Ellis, however, weighs 175 and is 
considered by scouts to be the best 
running back of the Wildcats, along 
with Bach. 

“Sometimes we think it is a fine 
team and then we are not sure of 
what it will do against stronger op- 
position, such as Tech, for instance,” 
Gamage continued. 

He has liked the work of Pug Bach 
thus far, but is not sure that his 
present backfield ig a sufficient recom- 
pense for the loss of a trio like Ship- 
wreck Kelly, Richards, his main 
blocking back last year, and Ur- 
baniak. 

A comparison of weights shows that 
the “Vildeats have the edge on the 
Jackets, averaging 185 as a team to 
Tech’s 177. This is mainly due to the 
presence of Captain Bud Davidson, 
a 215-pound left guard, and Frank 
Seale, the 225-pound center. These 
big boys kick the scales rather rudely 


The ultra conservative Gamage was 
not slow to remind his hearers that 
Tech’s tackles would stack up very 
well with his, particularly when Cain 
is at left tackle and “Peewee” Wil- 
liams at right. 

He also commented on the fact that 
Tech, with around a dozen backs of 
speed variety, would have him licked 
on backfield reserves. It is only nat- 
ural that Coach Gamage should be 
cautious, since it is Kentucky's chance 
to score its first victory on Grant 
field. That game in 1923 was the first 
and only one played between the two 
teams.

MUSICIANS’ UNION 
REFUSES TO ALLOW 
AL EVANS TO PLAY 


Refusal by Charles Bearden, sSecre- 
tary and business agent of the local 
musicians’ union, to approve the agree- 
ment between the Paramount theater 
and Al Evans, popular organist, kept 
Evans from appearing at the theater 
Friday night and resulted in substi- 
tution of Ansel Sweat, formerly known 
as the “Masked Organist” at the 
Georgia theater, who is not a member 
of the union. 

It was stated from the stage by E. 
E. Whitaker, manager of the theater, 
that the agreement reached with Mr. 
Evans was eptirely agreeable both to 
him and to the theater, but that Mr. 
Bearden had forbidden Mr. Evans to 
play when the theater management re- 
fused to sign a contract containing 
clauses they felt were “unfair and un- 
reasonable.” 

The objectionable clauses insisted 
upon by Mr. Bearden, according to 
Mr. Whitaker, demanded that when- 
ever the theater engaged an out-of- 
town stage band it should engage an 
equal number of pit musicians, mem- 
bers of the local union, whether it 
needed them or not, and that the con- 
tract with Mr. Evans should stipulate 
that the theater would employ an or- 
ganist for one year, with no cancella- 
tion clause. : 

“This would mean,” said Mr, Whit- 
aker, “that if Al Evans should be in- 
jured, become ill or be unable to 4 
near for any reason, we should be 0 
ligated to engage another Atlanta or- 
ganist. And we don’t want just any 
organist: we want Al Evans.”

Non-Biddable Slams 


The impression that all Slams which 
cannot be «defeated can be bid log- 
ically, is one which is fairly wide- 
spread. It seems somewhat cowardly 
to stop at a game contract and find 
oneself making a Small Slam or even 
a Grand Slam, especially when it be 
comes apparent that the opponents 
have no defense. 

There are many hands, however, 
where the defensive power of the op- 
ponents is rendered completely nil by 
the location of the cards. A (Queen 
placed differently or one more card 
of a certain suit would render a 
seemingly powerless hand very ef- 
fective indeed. The following hand 
was played recently at four spades 
and a Grand Slam was made. After 
careful analysis | found that the bid- 
ding had been perfectly correct and 
that it would have been very unwisé¥ 
if even a small Slam had been con- 
tracted for.

The bidding was very simple. South 
opened with one spade and his part- 
ner bid four. This last bid was in 
the nature of a mild Slam try, which 
South obviously could not accept. 
Seven were made due to the spade 


break, the success of the club finesse 
and the 3-3 division of the clubs, If 
two out of these three situations had 
been different, not even six-odd could 
have been made. 


Incidentally, the Opening lead was 
a heart. which would have been just 
Slam 
contract as against the game con- 
tract. Note that if a diamond is 
opened and the Declarer fails to 
break the spades, his chance of mak- 
ing six-odd is reduced to about 10 
per cent, as he must both work the 
club finesse and break the suit. To 
carry matters to the utmost extreme, 
it is even possible to visualize a dis- 
tribution where it would be impossi- 
ble to make four, the Declarer losing 
two spades, one diamond and one club. 
Admittedly, this possibility is remote, 
but the actual distribution which. ex- 
isted was also remote. and the fact 
this particular team failed to 
bid the Slam should not encourage 
them into thinking that all hands of 
this nature should be overbid.

GE SCORES VERDICT 
IN ALABAMA BOMBING 


Defendant Sentenced to 20 
Years in Prison in Milk 
Blast.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 7.—/# 
A jury whos: verdict the trial judge 
declared was “sickening and a dis- 
grace to a temple of justice” today 
convicted Roy A. Bridges, 32-year-old 
electrician, of second-degree murder 
in the killing of a high school youth 
in a milk plant bombing last year. 

A 20-year sentence was imposed on 
Bridges and hardly had the verdict 
fatlen from the lips of the jury fore- 
man when Judge Russell McElroy 
arose and with emotion said: 

“Gentlemen, this verdict nauseates 
any man who loves law and order. 
It is a sad day for Jefferson county 
when a man can go out with a dyna- 
mite bomb, blow up a building, kill 
two people and then have to serve 
only 11 years and 8 months.” 

The judge explained that with good 
behavior the sentence could be reduced 
by almost one-half. 

“I tell you that in this case,” he 
continued, “you would have done more 
for the cause of justice if you had 
turned him loose. It was nothing 
short of a fiasco for this trial to end 
with this result. There is no case 
of second-cegree murder in this case. 
It was either murder in the first-de- 
gree, or it was nothing at all.” 

It was Bridges’ second trial. He 
was convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment several months ago but 
won a new trial on an appeal to the 
supreme court. 


BROUSSARD, OVERTON
